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We  have  initiated  three  new  series  programs  for  your  interest.  Here,  briefly,  is 
v^hat  they're  about.  Sam  Kalish,  retired  Deputy  Labor  Commissioner  of  California, 
is  producing  THE  VOICE  OF  LABOR  which  will  feature  interviews  with  prominent 
labor  leaders  and  will  delineate  the  changing  role  of  labor  unions.  This  is  heard 
on  the  first  Saturday  in  each  Folio  at  1:00  p.m.  RACE  RELATIONS  NEWS  is  pro- 
duced by  Daniel  Ranger  and  consists  of  reports  from  all  over  the  United  States  of 
changes  in  this  field.  The  program  is  scheduled  at  6:00  p.m.  on  the  first  Tuesday 
of  each  Folio.  LABOR  NEWS,  produced  by  David  Sokol,  a  noted  labor  attorney, 
will  present  a  more  extensive  view  than  is  found  in  labor  newspapers.

The  "alienated"  hero  is  the  central  figure  in  contemporary  literature,  poetry 
and  film.  Albert  Camus'  brilliant  novel,  The  Stranger,  presented  the  first  major 
post-war  confrontation  with  this  modern  disaffiliated  man,  and  its  impact  upon 
this  generation  is  profound,  disturbing,  pervasive.  We  present  the  complete 
novel  in  a  six-part  series,  interpreted  by  actor  Edward  Binns. 

This  Folio  begins  a  bi-monthly  series,  An  Age  of  Song,  devoted  to  the 
literature  and  music  of  the  Elizabethan  period.  The  series  is  produced  by  Lee 
Whiting,  head  of  our  Production  Department. 

In  memorial  to  Charles  Laughton,  we  rebroadcast  his  dramatic  reading  of 
The  Night  of  the  Hunter.  We  might  mention  that  the  novel  was  a  filmic  tour 
de  force  under  Mr.  Laughton's  direction. 
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Regretfully  we  say  "Adios"  to  Mrs.  Clara  Ouroussoff  and  her  kindergarten 
class.  With  this  Folio,  on  February  8  we  conclude  this  series  of  instruction  in 
Spanish.  However,  in  the  same  time  slot,  we  hope  to  continue  with  stories  and 
songs  in  Spanish  for  children  in  order  to  retain  a  degree  of  continuity  with 
the  sound  of  the  language.
